tion. I» explained by Alfred J. Mil, pre- 
sident of the union, as follows: 

"Th" suc c ess of th" Amateur Ath- 
letic Union and Its steady growth for 
the pa*t twentr-fivfl years, <an i>« at- 
tributed, for U>« most part, to the 



.«triet adherence to the policy of sec- 

r< gating the amateur from the prole. 
Slnnal athlete. 

The idea eouid only originate in 
the minds of those who peek something 
T'.r nothing, and In connection with 
this matter It is evident that th»- ama- 
teur athlete has never had anything, 
and can never have anything, gained 

by Competing with a professional. Thr 
aims and purposes of each are at dis- 
tinct variance with each other." 



Contrary to reports circulated by 

downtown papers, their is no likelihood 

of a grneral outbreak of scarlet fever 
among the students of Varsity. Several 
eases were discovered among the men 
in the University and Knox College 
residences, but they were Immediately 
dealt with by the authorities. 

A freshman In the South residence 
was the first to develop symptoms or 
the disease, about two weeks after he 
returned from his Christmas vacation, 
lie was immediately removed to the 
Isolation Hô pital. Subsequently an- 
other case was discovered, Several 
men, fearing they might Catch the 
disease, left for home and did not re- 
turn until all possibility of the con- 
tagion has passed. The rooms along 
the west corridor of the top floor of 

the South Residence were fumigated 
by the health authorities, and the 
men examined. 

Three cases developed nt Knox Col- 
lege during hist week, and the patients 

were immediately removed to the 
Isolation. All precautions against it- 

spread arc also being taken hf-rc. 

Enquiry at the Hospital elicited the 
information that all five student pa- 
tients were doing exceptionally well. 

It Is likely that the two taken first will 
be released before the end of the 
month. The Varsity was Informed 

that besides the five from residences, 

the Hospital was looking alter a few 
,,i 1er eases of students "whose homes 
are In the city, but who had also Con- 
tracted the disease shortly after tho 
term commenced. 

As scarlet fever is epidemic, in syme 
parte Of the province at the present 

time, li ts likely that it was brought 
hack to College by students returning 
from their vacations.

less than "5 candidates reported to 
Coach J. C. Wray and Capt. Quentin 
Reynolds at the first winter practice 
held Monday nfternoon. Indoor work 
on the machines aid In the tank at 
the Newell boathouse will be held ev- 
ery day until the men can get out on 
the river which is expected to be in 
about six weeks. 

Although considerable voluntary 
work has been done by .some of the 
candidates during the winter, Monday's 
was the first compulsory work since 
the fall training season closed.

Being an. undorgraduatc in the twen- 
tieth century university or college of 
the United States Is nulle aB much an 
undertaking. In Its way, as that in- 
volved in the career-making responsi- 
bilities of tho great actual business 
world. 

The statement Is made in the fuce 
of the notion, which probably prevails 
vtry generally; that the youth which 
fortunes place them under tho shadows 
of classic halls are essentially care- 
free, aimless, more often than not. 

A score or moro years ago tho popu- 
lar estimate of young collegians con- 
formed to a bias which was the relic of 
the long ago nays of "town and gown" 
bitternesses common in many of the 
communities where were located an- 
cient seats of learning. At Yale, for 
example, It was not until the nine- 
teenth century was well advanced that 
the town-bred youth of New Haven 
contemplated with equanimity the ex- 
istence of such an institution as \ ale. 
To them Iho gown and mortax board 
were badges of impossible privilege. To 
them the student was the embodiment 
of the Idlo rich, and the wayfaring 
student on the streets of New Haven 
was an Intruder to bo taught his place. 
It Is a. matter of history there that for 
years Yalo .students rarely left the 
college campus, even on errands or 
propriety, not to mention larking prom- 
enades of an evening, that they did not 
go In cohorts and belligerently. T no 
-Town and Gown" riots at New Haven 
of those far-off days, and the feuds be- 
tween Now Haven firemen and the 
vouth of Yale read a unique story', and 
"the closing of the breach came on£ 
with the passing years. Twenty >o.irs 
ago there yet remained reactlonai led 
who had not forgotten tho post. 

Times have changed. The student of 
your to-day is altogether a preoccupied 
young man. and along lines which re- 
mnvo him. except upon cxtraord nary 
occasions, from the public gaze. He Is 
In business, the business of being a 
student. Derivatively, his occupation 
that of student, slgnllltw devotion to 
curricula. Fundamentally, his courses 
of study arc his Job However tho 
extra-curriculum activities of the mod- 
ern collegian differ widely from thoso 
of tho boys of former days, and the) 
differ both qualitatively and quant ta - 
lively The old forms of relaxa Ion. 
oftentimes Idleness and sometimes 
sheer mischief hunting, have givcii , wa> 
to pursuits so seriously undertaken as 
to be made business of a very pressing 
character. 

In the smaller colleges, so-called, and 
In many of the larger Institutions, the 
fraternity becomes decidedly a matter 
of business early in tho college course. 
At some of the older Institutions, an 
election to the societies that are worth 
while is postponed until tho later 
years of tho course, but in mam; coses 
the canvass for tho coveted eleçtton 
carlv becomes a matter of business. 
The" managerships, assistant manager, 
ships the offices of separate class or- 
ganisations all absorb their quotas of 
aspirants whose business It becomes. 

As the underclassmen pass along .a 
the commanding ascendency of the up. 
per classmen, when the student leader- 
shin devolves upon them, the univer- 
sity teams, clubs, organizations, com- 
mittees., societies make their demands 
for managers, assistants, execut ve^ It 
is the business of the university man. 

The social whirl, with its promenader, 
house parties, cotillons. Axes Its re- 
sponsibilities upon the leaders whose 
buslne«s their leadership becomes. 

And there Is that other young man 
who is at bis university for the busi- 
ness of getting an education at all 
costs, and all or which costs a,r<- to 
be paid by him. He Is In the business 
of being a student. 

In one of the great New England 
preparatory schools It is a matter of 
facility and administrative policy so tn 
engage the boys as to occupy them with 
appointments, not to be unkept except 
by excuse, from early morning until 
the evening hours. The theory is that 
the busy youth Is at his best. At tho 
unlvnrultles and colleges, of course, 
the manhood of the student Is postu» 



lated, and his programme is not ovcr- 
clrcumscribod by official dicta. Ac- 
cordingly, the collegian himself creates 
his own business, the business of be- 
ing it student- 

Tho young man entering collège is 
fired with' ambition to do things, and 
opportunity opens for him her doors 
Immediately upon matriculation. He 
linds himself at once listed in a race 
which is to he won or lost from count- 
loss standards. The competition Is 
keen in scholarship, keener yet perhaps 
In character weaving, and reputation 
making. Instinct beckons him to con- 
tost, and he goes out for athletics. He 
may aspire to leadership, social or re- 
ligious. Whatever bis bent, he goes 
out for it, if he is earnest, and lie 
makes a business of it. 

Devotion or a collegian lo the task 
of making his varsity football eleven 
becomes a drudgery which would ap- 
pal tho contemporay . youth In the 
world of every day business. The ad- 
herence to a prescribed diet, Ihe hard 
practise every day, tho remorseless 
hours of early retiring, the relentless es- 
pionage of faculty scholarship require- 
ments, tho whole programme of the 
prospective gridiron hero Is exacting to 
the point of harshness. And yet he 
makes it his business». 

The bookish student blinds himself 
perhaps, to every' activity outside the 
classroom the study and the libraries, 
and before all else he places the Phi 
Beta Kappa key, tho hadge of scholar- 
ship honor. It is his business. Tho 
young man whose nature hitherto has 
found an outlet In rollicking music 
enters on a race to "make" the univer- 
sity glee club or its collateral banjo 
and mandolin club, foregoing many en- 
gaging hours to attend competitive 
trlnls and later, rehearsals on two or 
more evenings a week. He Is In busi- 
ness. 

Many "heel" their college publica- 
tions, to "heel'' being the vernacular 
for sustained effort in the competitions 
for places on editorial boards of stu- 
dent publications. To "heel'' the Har- 
vard Crimson, the Yale News, the 
Prlneetonlan, tho Williams Record, Is 
to engage in the business. 



In one night thore were over 200

Open warfare has been declared be- 
tween the sophomores and freshmen 
of the University of Utah, In the 
shape of a shaving contest.

The 
next day two freshmen appeared with 
no huir, and since then any Mower 
classman, venturing on the campus 
alone has been In grave danger of be 
Ing caught und shaved. 

Minnesota students became so ab- 
sorbed In the tango and hesitation 
waltz that they were Ignorant of the 
fact thnt.Ilrcmen were working to sub

the size of the equipment at other uni- 
versities, Is considered inadequate. 

The track committee of Pennsyl- 
vania University has set standard per- 
formances for the different events, and 
all making Ihe required performance 
will be awarded medals of proficiency. 
The move, is an effort to stimulate 
track Interest.

For some years arguments have been 
in progress to decide whether or not 
Shakespeare was the original author 
of tho famous plays signed with his 
name. A great many people believe 
that Lord Bacon was the true writer 
of the plays. 

In comparing .the two men we find 
tbeir characters and inode3 of writing 
entirely different. Bacon was a decp- 
thinklng man, stiff and formal In his 
manner of e>cprcsslon. As a boy he 
loved lo leurn. He gained more pleas- 
ure In reading the serious works of 
ancient philosophers than in playing 
ball with bis friends. 

Shakespeuru was a merrier lad, 
though studious. Unfortunately he 
could not attend school after ho was 
fourteen. Sonic books aay he never 
went to school, but that Is denied. 
There is proof that Shakespeare did 
go to grammar school in Stratford, 
where he obtained a fair knowledge ' 
of Latin. It is reasonable Hp believe 
IhnL ho was a bright boy und an apt 
scholar. Therefore, .during the short 
time he did go to school he would 
gather a good understanding of the 
different hubjects, suys Eyde, in the 
Toronto tilobe. Probubly ,he spent 
every spare minute in studying and 
rending 

One writer said that an author of 
such wonderful works of art as the 
SliuUe«poare plays would leave some 
record of his life behind him, even if 
i". v»ct'o only a newspaper cllppin;. Bi«t 
scarcely any record of Shakespeare's 
character remains. But It wasn't tbe 
custom In those days to spread inform- 
ation about private persons through 
the press. Very few papers were pub- 
lished during Shakespeare's life, and 
those that were were no doubt filled 
with more Important material than 
facts about character. It wus not until 
six years after Shakespeare's death 
that a weekly paper was published. 

Shakespeare was called Illiterate 
because ho spelled his name In two 
manners, and wrote it badly. Of course 
different people spelled his namo dif- 
ferently. In fact to-day there arc 
over fourteen ways of spelling his 
name. Hhakvspeare himself spelled 
his name In these two ways: Shacks- 
peare and Sbakspcre. At that time 
Intelligent people often spelled thcli 
names In two fashions. Bacon once 
In n letter of attorney spelled his name 
"Bnkon." Neither was Shakespeare 
the only noted man of mark who 
wrote poorly. Even to-day many men 
of mark write very badly. 

To be the creator of such a perfect 
piece of literature us tbe. Shakespeare 
plays are the author must have had 
n perfect knowledge of law and a most 
intimate acquaintance with all Intri- 
cacies of highest court and a thorough 
knowledge of theatrical mutters. How 
could Shakespeare, who was the son 
of a poor, hard-working, common man, 
and who had little, education, write 
the works be is said to have written'.' 

But Shakespeare nari n splendid 
knowledge of law, for it is said that he 
spent two years in an attorney's of- 
fice. He also gained information hy 
his own experiences. Me bought land 
nnd was part owner of a theatre. He 
was well acquainted with leases, in- 
dentures, nnd interested In nil legnl 
proceedings concerning tbe theatre. He 
was a plaintiff in actions at law for 
the recovery of debt v He bought New 
Place and resided there, rich from his 
land ventures. He took part In tin! 
litigation respecting bis mother's title 
to an estate. So Shakespeare • inn do 
good use of his chances to study Jaw. 

While working at the Iheatre he 
gathered all the knowledge possible in 
staging and theatrical matters. The 
plays show that he understood these 
mntters. While there he also studied 
Frcnrh and Italian and revised old 
plays. 

A Raconion author says that Shakes- 
peare was but a petty tradesman, who 
loaned small sums of money. The on- 
ly thing be wrote was the weekly ac- 
counts. When young he kept had 
company, drank and sowed his wild 
oats well. He nlso Kays that New 
Place was given to Shakespeare, and 
that Flacon gave hint X 1,000 for tho 
use of his name and all blame or 
trouble that might arise from having 
his nnme appear on the plays. This Is 
quite, reasonable, for Queen Elizabeth 
was determined the punish the author 
of "Richard tbe Second," for she be- 
lieved that be had written about her 
and hidden the fnct under the above 
title. But all this has been denied 
and a different story told. 

Mark Twain, In his book, "Is Shakes- 
peare Dead?" says Hint Shakespeare Is 
n "Tar Baby." He affirma that you 
can find nothing worth the trouhle of 
stowing away In your memory of 
Shakespeare's life. Shakespenre, like 
his father, was but n common-place 
man. A small trader thought nothing 
of him. and had in fact forgotten him 
before Shakespeare was cold In his 
grave. 

Ben .lonson, who knew Shakespeare, 
says that he loved the man SJiakes-

pea re, who was honest, open and free- 
hearted; who had un excellent fancy, 
brave notions, sentie expressions, nnd 
a brain overflowing with wit. In fact. 
It was .wometlnies necessary to stop 
him, for he fairly bubbled over with 
witticism, lie rarely crossed out a 
line, and wrote rapidly. 

How could Bacon, whose style of 
writing was so different from the man- 
ner In which the plays were written, 
write thetn'.' If one who was familiar 
with both Bacon's and Shakespeare's 
mode of writing rompnred five lines 
of each of the authors' w.orh It would 
be douhtful if he could find five lines 
of Bacon's anything like five HncH of 
Shakespeare's, or vice versa. 

Campbell says that, in general, Da- 
con's letters were written in a stiff, 
formal style. When he tried to wrlto 
llpht, airy stuff he made n botch of It. 
lie allowed more piety than poetry. 
Ills prose was sometimes practical, but 
his poetry always prosaic. 

The plays show a good understanding 
of rural life and customs of the lower 
class of people. Bacon would he less 
likely than Shakespeare to iinderstanif 
these conditions. All Karon knew 
about theatrical mutters ho learned 
when quite young, nnd wns not vorv 
important. He never mentioned if: 
anyone anything about the plays, nor 
did he say anything about them In his 
will. 

Washington Irving says: "When 
Baconians can show that Hen Jonson 
was «I titer a fool or a knave, or that 
the whole world of players and play- 
rlKlds at that time was In a conspir- 
acy to palm off on the ages tho most 
astounding cheat In history, they will 
be worthy of serious attention."

Because of the defeat of Varsity, 
last week, by Queens, there has beeen 
much comment on tho offside rule. In 
the Intercollegiate a forward pass is 
allowed, although mam' students are 
unaware of this. According to the 
Intercollegiate Handbook, an offside oc- 
curs "when a player hits the puck, any 
one of the same side, who at such mo- 
ment of bitting Is nearer the opponents' 
goal line, is out of play, and may not 
touch the puck himself, or In any way 
prevent any other player from doing 
so, until the puck has been played. A 
player shall always be on his own side 
of the puck, except a player on the de- 
fendant side,' shall not be offside whon 
he takes a pass from or plays the puck 
as It bounds off his goalkeeper within 
a apace of three feet from the goal 
and extending to the side of the rink." 

Now. tho above rule allows the for- 
ward pass so long as the person to 
whom It' Is passed Is, or was even, or 
behind the passer when he shot the 
puck across tbc Ice. In such a case a 
forward pass would not put the per- 
son getting It offside, when he takes a 
forward pass, provided he was ahead 
of tho passer when- tho latter passed 
the puck. 

During tho last Intercollegiate hockey 
game played here, there was much dis- 
cussion about this rule. It Is, therefore, 
hoped that to-night, nil the students, as 
well as tho referees, will aee their way 
clear to tnforco It. • ,
